Fanfare and Pomp of 
First Trial Vanishes 
Grim Jurors Pass Mi- 
nute Scrutiny.

Sinclair places himself at the mercy 
of the jury under more handicaps 
than.he had in the original trial last 
fall which was stopped midway be- 
cause of jury shadowing for which 
Sinclair has since been sentenced to 
jail, and for this reason his high- 
priced legal staff are prepared for a 
desperate fight in which they will 
employ every resource at their com- 
mand. 

The trial is scheduled to open to- 
morrow, but Sinclair’s lawyers will 
ask a delay until Monday so they may 
digest the deposition just made by 
Fall at El Paso. Texas. If this delay 
is refused asthe government prose- 
eutors will recommend, the trial will 
proceed at onee. 

Sinclair on Scene. 
The first legal fight -will be over 


| the method of selecting the jury which 


has just been changed here. Under 
the new practice the presiding judge, 
Justice Jennings Bailey, will put all 
questions to the prospective jurors. 
Lawyers can only suggest questions 
to the judge, who may or may not 
ask them of the prospective jurors.

It was exactly six years 
ago next Saturday that Sinclair and 
Kall met- to sign the Teapot Dome 
lease. Sinclair said he expected to 
make $100,000,000 out of the deal.

Reservoir Would Triple 
Panama Canal Capacity, 
Says Engineer Evans

for all commercial needs of the world 
likely to arise in the next three 
generations, according ta H. H.

be considered. by house leaders in de- 
ciding finally whether to postpone the 
granting of legislative right of way 
for the bill. 
Clings to Views. 
Nothing has qoceurred to chanze 
President Coolidge’s view that the 
valley states should participate in the 
cost. of the flood work. The Jones 
bill provides that the work be ac- 
complished without local contribution. 
The president’s major criticism of 
the senate bill is that it does not spe- 
cifically set forth the cost of the 
project. Althongh the measure pro- 
poses an expenditure of $325,000,000, 
Mr. Coolidge has been told by Senator 
Jones, republican, Washington, author 
of the bill, that the cost might, reach 
a total of $700,000,000. 
Amendments Explained. 
Meanwhile the flood committee 
made publie its explanation of the 
amendments of the senate bill with 
emphasis laid upen its addition of a 


provision for a study of the reservoir. 


methed of edntrol. The use of reser- 
voirs was sponsored by representatives 
from the semi-arid western states 
where the reservoirs would be utilized 
not only for flood control, but for 
irrigation and power development, 

“Many students of the flood con- 
frol problem have for years,” the re- 
port said, “maintained that the ideal 
system of flood control is the build- 
ing of reservoirs at the headwaters 
of the tributaries of the Mississippi, 
storing the floor waters at their 
source and thereby preventing them 
from entering the main channel below 
and filling it to overflowing. During 
its hearings the committee received a 
ereat deal of testimony with reference 
to this theory particularly with re- 
gard to the possibility of the economi- 
eal utilization of the waters of the 
Missouri river, and the other streams 
in that vast strip of country Iyring 
west of the Mississippi and north of 
the Arkansas.” 

Other Major Project. 

Upon the other major amendment 
dealing with flood control surveys of 
tributaries, the repert pointed out that 
this work should be prosecuted withi- 
ont delay and wamed the streams as 
the Red, Yazoo, St. Francis. White. 
Arkansas, Ohio, Illinois and Missouri 
rivers, 

The only member of the commit- 
tee who opposed the senate measure—

Sobs as F airy 
Story Is Sold 


Twondon, April 3—(United News) 
While Alice herself. old now, looked 
jon and sobbed heartbrekenly, — the 
original manuseript of “Alice in Won- 
<lerland’ was sold today to Dr. A. 8S. 
W. Rosenbach, of Philadelphia, for 
$75,123—the highest price ever paid 
here for a manuscript. 

Alice in real life is Miss Alice 
Pleasanca Hargraves. The Rey. 
Charles Iu. Dodgson, using the pen 
name of Lewis Carroll, wrote the 
book for her 66 years ago, when she 
was a child. 

As the auctioneer’s hammer went 
down for the last time at Sotheby’s, 
the famous book anction room, and 
Alice knew the manuscript was going 
to America, she burst into tears. 

Dr. Rosenbach—the most famous 
book collector in the world—was 
touched by her grief, and offered to 
resell the book without profit to the 
British museum. 

Immediately after the sale of the 
manuscript, a enopy of the original 
edition of “Alice in Wonderland” was 
sold to Dr. Rosenbach for $24,390. 

Dr. Rosenbach said after the sale 
that he had not intended to bid 
against the British museum for the 
manuscript and book, but that other 
bidders intervened, outbid the mu- 
seum, and forced him into competi- 
tion with them. v 

The rarity of the first edition of 
the book is due to the fact that im- 
mediately after having been published 
at Oxford it was withdrawn from 
circulation.

Tokyo, April 3.—()—The newspa-

Perhaps you had some excessively 
salty food. There is a varying daily 
retention of water and sometimes it 
will exceed the weight of fat you Jost, 
so the scale will register higher than 
the day previous. For instance, you 
might have lost. four ounces* of fat, 
but retained an extra eight ounces 
of water, Your scales would ri ‘ster 
a gain of four ounces’ when you had

The weather bureau report ‘“Temperatures 
were near normal along gulf coast and in 
North Carolina and cousiderably above normal 
throughout the remainder of the belt.

' scattered showers fell in southern Texas. 

The impression prevails that fertilizer tag 
sales returns to Secretary Hester to close 
of March, report on which is expected this 
week will likely be rather large. Returns 
August 1 to close of February showed sales 
of 1,668,152 tons against 1,298,847 for the 
same time last season and 1,852,101 for the 
same period the season before last. 

There was much realizing on the assump- 
tion that fertilizer returns would probably 
make a rather beuarish showing, but since 
the market has declined already, we doubt 
if the report when issued will have much 
effect on values. 

Meanwhile the weather outlook is unfavor- 
able for greater portion of the belt and 
the boll weevil emergenee report, yet to be 
released, has to be reckoned with.
